regulation  or  order  issued  pursuant  thereto.

**routine  use*'  to  a  federal,  state  or  local  agency  maintaining  civil. 


criminal  or  other  relevant  enforcement  information  or  other  per¬ 
tinent  information,  such  as  current  licenses,  if  necessary  to  obtain 
information  relevant  to  an  agency  decision  concerning  the  hiring  or 
retention  of  an  employee,  t^  issuance  of  a  security  clearance,  the 
letting  of  a  contract  or  the  issuance  of  a  license,  grant  or  other 
benefit.
